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Every five years the Alaska Office of History and Archaeology, as the
SHPO, facilitates the preparation of a statewide historic preservation plan
that:

encourages broad public participation in planning for cultural resources,
meets challenges unique to Alaska,
influences historic preservation policy in state and local governments,

and empowers local communities, organizations, and individuals to action.

Saving Our Past: Alaska Historic Preservation Plan will expire the end of
2017 (1996, 2002, 2011)
